Premier Baldwin’s principle oppo- 
nent for the highest office under the 
crown was Lord Curzon, who, sitting 
in the house of lords, could not make 
the same direct appeal to labor that 
might be made by a member of the 
house of commons. Lengthy discus- 
sions among the leaders of the con- 
servative party resulted in the deci- 
sion that the prime minister must be 
a commoner, for with a peer as pre- 
mier the labor party would be de- 
nied an opportunity for advancing 
criticism directly to the head of the 
government, 

It is believed that King George's 
decision Tuesday to make Baldwin 
premier was based partly upon knowl- 
edge that the labor party preferrred 
Baldwin to Lord Curzon. Labor's 
boast of “a labor cabinet within five 
years” has caused anxiety in high 
political circles and it was consid- 
ered that any step that might tend 
to suppress the party’s yoice would 
have disastrous effects. 

Spokesman’s Declaration,

The best known, 
and probably the best liked, be- 
cause it is usually associated with 
pleasant davs. is the cumulus, de- 
base. billowv. the illuminated por- 
tached, clean cut, having a flat 
tions snowy white, the shaded 
parts usually dark. This is the 
cloud with the silver lining. When 
the atmosphere is dry the cumuli 
are the fair weather clouds, sail- 
ing along serenely, perhaps 4&8 
'| mile high in the sky, sometimes 
‘| hardly separated one from an- 
other. sometimes in packs. But 
in muggy weather they are the 
i| nuclei of the towering thunder- 
| heads, which are as menacing as 
they are beautiful. 

The stratus clouds are low k&nd 
flat and foglike and of wide ex- 
tent. They often merge into a 
third general type, the 
gloomy nimbus. from which rain 
or snow is falling. The fourth 
‘| general class is the cirrus, high- 
est of all clouds, of strange wispy 
forms. They appeal strongly to 
the imagination, their speed is so 
prodigious. their temperature low- 
er than anything on earth, their 
distance up in the firmament so 
great and their portent of storm 
so significant.

Soule from farm _ extension 
agents over the State reveal the 
heaviest movement away from 
the farms that was ever known 
in Georgia. : 
Returns from 60 counties in- 
dicate the following movement 
im the whole State from farms 
to cities North and South.

Farms deserted. .. .11,840 


In four months four per cent of the rural 
population of Georgia has left the land and 
nearly four per cent of the farms are deserted! 


The proportion of negroes leaving is still 
larger—about seven per cent of all who were 
on the farms at the first of the year. 


What Will Come? 


If the movement conifnues at this rate the 
rural districts of Georgia would be depopulated 
in a few years, but this is not likely, because a 
rush of population to the towns and cities over- 
crowds the labor market, reduces wages and 
starts people back to the farm. 


3ut the movement is still in progress and no 
effective check to it is in sight. It seems likely 
to continue until conditions are more acute in 
both town and country. 


The exodus from the farm is general, cover- 
ing the United States, and is more marked in 
other sections than in the Southeast. 


Since the War, farm products have sold on 
a lower and factory products on a higher level, 
The farmer’s labor bought less and ‘his dissatis- 
faction increased, In this section the _ boll 
weevil aggravated the stiuation. 


For several years economists have warned 
us that there could be no permanent prosperity 
in this country until a fair balance of values 
between farm and factory products was restored. 


Now we see the disease working its own cure 
by heroic methods, as the farmer, driven by 
dire necessity, leaves the farm and comes to 
town to work for wages. The natural result 
will be reduction of wages and prices of factory 
products. 
not yet realized the serious- 
ness of this emergency, but it will soon be 
brought home to them. All the aid they can 
vive the farmer in putting his business on a pay- 
ing basis will come back to them a hundred 
fold. ° 

One of the best things business men can do - 
in this emergency is to see that there is in every 
town a dependable market for the varied prod- 
ucts of the farm.
